CARRIED A BOMB. 
Capture of a Dangerous Anarchist by London 
Police.

LONDON, April 15.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
At Farrington Road last-night a detective, 
Mr. Melville, arrested Francisco Pulti, an 
Italian, well known as a dangerous An- 
archist. When taken into custody he had 
a bomb in his possession. He was a great 
friend of Boudin, the Anarchist who was 
fatally injured some time since by the 
premature explosion of a bomb that he 
was carrying to Greenwich Park. After 
Boudin’s death Pulti vanished from his 
usual haunts, After much search it was 
discovered he had taken refuge in a house 
at Clerkenwell. The police watched his 
a e closely and Saturday were rewarded 
by seeing him emerge therefrom. He 
carried a suspicious-looking parcel ana 
started off on a quick pace, closely fol- 
lowed by the detectives. 

When he reached Farrington road the 
six men who were shadowing him sprang 
upon him. He was taken to the Bow- 
street Police Station. The parcel he had 
been carrying was found to. contain an 
iron bomb seven inches long and five 
wide with an iron screw knob at one end. 
Later Pulti’s lodgings were searched and 
there were found bottles containing sul- 
phuric acid and liquid potash. A num- 
ber of letters and anarchistic literature 
were also seized. It transpires the police 
received warning two weeks ago that an 
explosion would be shortly attempted in 
England. The authorities regard the ca 
ture as @ most important. one.

‘While Miss Pollard 
was a pupil, Mrs. Brown was, with her 
husband, in charge of the Wesleyan 
Woman’s College. She ‘has just re- 
turned from Washington, where she 
testified in the Breckinridge-Pollard 
case. She said Miss Pollard had the- 
atrical offers of from $300 to $600 per 
week. She was tempted only by lec- 
ture-bureau offers. ‘but would not ac- 
cept them, because they all wished 
her to give the story of her life, and 
that she will not do. She ‘has a 
young brother in Washington, a re- 
porter, and it is her wish to live mod- 
estly with her brother and write, and 
her offers in this line have been as 
good, accordingly, as the other ones. 
“T would tell you just what line of 
writing, but I am not at liberty to 
do so. She will carry out her own 
life ambition—the ambition whfch lay 
so close to her young heart at the 
time she first met Breckinridge.”’

Montevideo special says that Portugal 
has acceeded to the demands of Arge- 
tina. The commander of the Albu- 
querque has been ordered to return to 
Buenos Ayres and deliver the Brazilian 
refugees to Argentina. He has also 
been ordered to salute the Argentina 
flag. 

The correspondent is informed by 
government officials that Admiral de 
Mello has not surrendered to Uruguay. 
With the Republica, Esperanza, Urana, 
Mircato and two other vessels laden 
with coal and 14,500 marines he sailed 
north yesterday after landing. Gen. 
Salgado’s division, unarmed, upon the 
coast of Uruguay, near Santa Teresa, 
on the previous morning. Gen. Mar- 
tinez intimates that Mello sailed for 
Pernambuco and explains the separa- 
tion of Salgado’s division by the fact 
that these men have a strong aver- 
sion to going north. 

THE JUNTA FLEES. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—The Herald’s 
Rio de Janeiro special says the rebel 
junta has fled to the south. The loyal 
authorities have been reinstated in 
Parana... The land forces under Gen. 
Salgado are fleeing toward Rio Grande 
via Paso de Gogen. Col. Pina’s forces 
have been scattered near Porto Al- 
legre. A report was received here that 
Admiral Mello had taken refuge on the 
British gunboat Beagle, off the coast 
of Uruguay, but it has not been con- 
firmed. President Peixotto has ex- 
tended the state of seige until June 30. 
The epidemic of yellow fever in the 
capital is abating. 

In the repulse of the rebels at Rio 
Grande do Sul, the fighting lasted four 
days, the heavy guns on the ships 
throwing shot and shell into the forts. 
The government forces were reorgan- 
ized and a general engagement was 
fought. The battle lasted four hours 
and resulted in the defeat of the rebels, 
although the government losses were 
heavy. The loyal troops lost 160 killed 
and forty-one prisoners» while the rebels 
escaped with ten killed and as many 
wounded. As the rebels had been de- 
feated they retired to the ships. The 
squadron recrossed the bar at 11 o’clock 
- night under .heavy fire from ‘the

Both Houses are Expected to Adjourn Be- 
cause of Senator Vance’s Death—Ap- 
propriation Bills Awaiting 
Discussion.

WASHINGTON, April 15.-——-The 
struggle over the adoption of the new 
quorum-counting rule, decided upon by 
the Democratic caucus last Friday, 
will be the feature of the coming 
week in the House. The details of 
the rule have not yet been formulated 
by the Democratic. members of the 
Committee on Rules, composed of 
Speaker Crisp and Messrs. Outhwaite 
and Catchings, but it will probably be 
ready to submit to the full committee 
when it meets tomorrow morning. In- 
asmuch as about one-third are vio- 
lently opposed to any quorum-count- 
ing rule it will be impossible for the 
Democrats, alone should the Repub- 
licans decliné to vote, and the Demo- 
cratic opposition sustain their opinions 
‘to the extent of declining ot vote 
to make a quorum, to make such a 
rule. . 

In other words, unless the Demo- 
crats should frame a rule not satis- 
factory to the Republicans, the latter 
could, if they chose, prevent the adop- 
tion. The Republicans will, however, 
shortly acquiesce in the adoption of 
‘any rule that contains the essential 
principle of ‘‘quorum present, but not. 
voting.”’ This is the parliamentary 
principle which Mr. Reed has been 
contesting ever since the end of the 
Fifty-first Congress and it is expected 
that when the rule is presented he wilk 
make one of the greatest speeches of 
his life. 

Owing to the death of Senator Vance 
the House will probably adjourn imme- 


| diately tomorrow and the fight over 


the new rules will be postponed until 
Tuesday. It is probable that but little 
time will be allowed for debate, and 
the chances are that when the House 
adjourns Tuesday evening the quorum- 
counting rule will have been adopted 
and filibustering of the kind which has 
characterized the proceedings of the 
House for the past three years will 
be a thing of the past. As. soon as 
the new order of things has been 
inaugurated in the House consideration 
of the appropriation bills will be re- 
sumed and will consume the remainder 
of the week. 

The Senate will adjourn soon after 
the hour of meeting tomorrow out of 
respect for the memory of Senator 
Vance. With the exception of the-Chi- 
nese treaty, which is to be considered 
on Tuesday, and the routine morning 
business of each day, the remainder 
of the week promises nothing but a 
continuation of the tariff debate. There 
is little doubt that the Senate will 
accept the agreement reached between 
Senators Harris and Aldrich, provid- 
ing that general debate on the tariff 
shall not be interrupted by roll-calls 
or other business, and shall continue 
each day from 1 to 5 o’clock. This will 
probably preclude all parliamentary 
contests and pave the way for a dozen 
or so tariff speeches. 

Senator McLaurin will speak on 
Wednesday, and, later in the week, 
Senators Turpie and Palmer, and pos- 
sibly other Democratic Senators will 
spea On the Republican side, Sen- 
ators Dolph, Morrill, Higgins, 
Gallinger, Hoar, Cullom, Cameron and 
Washburn will probably address the 
Senate if time permits. If there should 
at any time be any lack of speakers, 
Senator Quay will continue his speech, 
the delivery of which, it is understood, 
will consume several days’ time, 


CANAL BONDS. 


‘New Provisions of the Bill for Construction 
; in Nicaragua. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Senator 
Morgan, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, has reported 
favorably a bill introduced as a com- 
mittee substitute for the Nicaragua 
Canal Bill heretofore introduced by 
him. The bill differs in several re- 
spects from the original measure. It 
contemplates full co-operation on the 
part of the United States in the work 
of carrying on the construction. All 
stocks, bonds and bond-obligations and 
lidbilities of the company are to be 
canceled to satisfy and enable the 
company to take care’of its stock and 
bond obligations. 

An issue of $1,000,000 non-assessable 
stock at par is to be issued. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is to control 
the retirement of obligations and the 
sale of stock. The bill originally intro- 
duced provides. for the immediate is- 
suance of only $1,000,000 in bonds, while 
this bill increases this $2,000,000. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is to issue 
$4,500,000 bonds, guaranteed by the 
United States. The bill strikes out the 
provision for government directors to 
be stockholders in the company and 
also eliminates the discretionary pow-

FIRE. 


Business Blocks of Santa 


| Saturday Night's. Conflagration 
Caused $300,000 Loss. | 


The Fire Said to Be of Incendiary 
| Origin. 


Santa Barbara’s Flower Festival — Frank 
Stone Dismissed — Ex-President Wal- 
dron Arrested at Pairhaven—A 
Sandstorm at 'Frisco.

SANTA CRUZ, April 15.—The great 
conflagration of last night and this 
morning reduced to ashes twenty-four 
buildings. in the. heart of this city, 
and caused a loss of $300,000, which is 
only partially covered. by insurance. 
The block reduced to ashes is bounded 
by Pacific avenue, Cooper and Front 
street, and contained some of the finest 
buildings in the city, which were oc- 
cupied by lawyers, bankers and mer- 
chants. The burnt district is across 
the street from the Pacific Ocean 
House, 
, The fire was of incendiary origin, and 
was first discovered at 10:40 o’clock on 
Saturday night, when an alarm was 
rung in, but, to the dismay of the fire- 
men, they could not obtain a supply 
of water from the hydrants, as the 
city mains had broken on Saturday 
afternoon and the water had been shut 
off at the reservoir, three miles from 
town. Private hydrants owned by the 
Hihn Company, on Front street, were 
soon tapped, but the force was not 
sufficient to do any work, and it was 
not until 12 o’clock that the. city’s 
mains were once more opened. The 
water supply was then sufficient, but 
as Santa Cruz has not a fire-engine to 
force the water through the hose, the 
streams were weak ‘and ineffective. The 
firemen worked ‘bravely, however, and’ 
succeeded in saving the wooden build- 
ings on the east side of Cooper. street, 
adioining the County Courthouse. 


. The fire started.in.the rear of Henry 


Rice’s one-story .frame “building at the 
corner of “Cooper ‘and: Front streets, 
but when’ thé first,man atrived at the 


leaved furiously into the air and soon 
the whole house was a mass of flames. 
A northwest wind’ was blowing, and 
this helped to madden the flames, 
which had by this time fastened hold 
of George Staffier’s building, and were 
slowly eating their way toward Pacific 
avenue. The buildings burned with 
great rapidity, and flames from the 
wooden buildings on Cooper street 
threw.a shower of sparks on_ the 
scorched dome of the County Court- 
house, a two-story brick structure, and 
this building was soon on fire, and in 
a short time had Pag the roof and 
as burning downwards. 

ww Within twenty? feet of the Court- 
house is the two-story Ely building 
and the Odd Fellows’ Hall, both 
wooden structures, and ‘the fire com- 
pany, assisted by a bucket brigade, 
turned their attention to these build- 
ings, which would certainly have been. 
consumed otherwise. .While the Court- 
house was threatening at any moment 
ta set fire’ to. other -buildings by its 
showers of spanks, the flames . were 
leaping aoross the ‘front to the wooden 
buildings ‘used for hotel purposes, and, 
in less than half an hour, these four 
buildings were in flames, and China- 
tawn,. which consists of thirty frame 
shanties, was threatened at every mo- 
ment to be in the path of the fire. 
The heathens worked hard to save 
their town, but the wind fanned the 
flames into their quarters, and,. the 
buildings being of very inflammable 
matter, they caught and burned like 
tinder. The Chinamen saved some of 
their effects. but nearly all of their 
belongings were consumed by the 
flaime.'. ° 

On Pacific avenue. the flames were 
leaping from one building to another, 
and Mayor Jeter, fearing that the whole 
business part of the town would be 
reduced to ashes, telegraphed to San 
Jose for assistance. Chief Dwyer of the 
fire department of San‘ Jose, wired 
‘back that he would send a. steamer 
and a ‘hose cart on to Santa Cruz2’s 
assistance, and they made the trip in 
one hour and forty minutes, a distance 
of seventv miles. Watsonville sent a 
steamer, and it was largely due to this 
fact that the fire did not spread over 
more territory. 

After the burning of Chinatown, the 
flames having consumed three brick 
buildings on Pacific avenue, attacked 
the fine three-story building owned by: 
A. P..Hotaling, and.in an hour this 
structure, which extended from Second 
street to Pacific avenue, Was 4 mass 
‘of flames. The three-story building ad- 
joining and the C. B. Pease building 
were all ablaze when the relief engines 
arrived, and at this point the San Jose 
department checked the flames. While 
the fire was raging at its highest, one 
of the great three-story brick wails 
fell in, causing a panic among the peo- 
ple on the streets, who barely escaped 
without betng injured. The flames, 
which leaped high into the alr from 
the building occupied by the City Bank 
caused the Daily Sentinel office to 
smoke, and it was with great diffi- 
culty that the flames could be checked. 
Plate glass windows in the stores on 
the. other side of Pacific avenue were 
cracked, and tenants began to move 
out, and their goods were damaged to 
@ wreat extent by water. 

At 4:30 o’clock this morning the fire 
was under control and the Santa Cruz 
people breathed more easily. The burnt 
district today presents a picture of 
devastation and the smouldering ruins 
are being watched by guards to prevent 
any other outbreak of. the flames. The 
county officials made good use of time 
when the Courthouse cupola was burn- 
ing and carried all of their books and 
docments and assessment rolis to places 
of Safety. .The vaults of: the City" Bank 
and People’s Bank staod the flames and 
were uninjured. One vault contained 
$50,000 in gold. The citizens of Santa 
Cruz have learned by last night’s ex- 
perience that they :must have an 
efficient fire department and action will 
be taken at the next Council meeting

A STARTLING STORY. 


Mrs. Sanders Says the Professor Murdered 
Rancher Wootton.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—The Ex- 
aminer has a special from Reedley, 
Fresno county, saying: There were bloud- 
stains on the hands of Prof. Sanders 
when he returned home.on the night that 
-William Wootton disappeared, and there 
was a big. bonfire burning in his door- 
yard all night. It has already been told 
that Sanders was strangely excited that 
‘night and could not sleep. These things | 
are not rumors. They are statements 
made by Mrs. Sanders, wife of the man 
who is’ now strongly suspected of. the 
‘murder of ‘‘Uncle Billy” Wootton, the rich 
rancher of Squaw Valley. 

Mrs, Sanders made these statements to 
Charles Rohloff only a few days after 
Wootton’s disappearance, and in the pres-. 
ence of two reputable witnesses, and she 
said more than these things. She said: 
‘If you want to find what is left of Will- 
iam Wootton: you must rake over the’ 
ashes of that fire.’’ To this she added 
that, if she were ever missing, they would 
know that her husband had murdered 
her, and that, if her body could not be 
found, it would be because her husband 
had burned it on the same spot that was 
the alleged funeral pyre of the missing 
William Wootton. To several persons Mrs. 
Sanders told the ‘story of her husband’s 
strange excitement when he came home 
that day at midnight. . 

Sheriff Scott went to LoS Angeles on. 
Friday to see if the mythical Knausch . 
had a bank account there, or had drawn 
a check for $25,000 on ‘one of the banks, as | 
Sanders says he did, in order to pay Will- 
iam Wootton for his ranch—the same ranch 
now in possession of Prof. Sanders. Be- 
fore Scott went south he held a lengthy 
consultation with Mr, Nell, of the Visalia 
lodge of Odd Fellows, and with several 
others who have been investigating the 
case. At this consultation the advisability 
of arresting Sanders at once was can- 
vassed. Sheriff Scott was for making the 
arrest then and there, but the Odd. Fel- 
lows advised against it.. Finally, when 
Scott was assured that it would be im- 
possible for Sanders to run away, he con- 
sented to forego the arrest until his re- 
turn from the South. . 

It is rather a safe prediction that, if 
Sheriff Scott finds no tangible trace of 
the mysterious Knausch at Los Angeles, 
the arrest of Sanders will take place in 
the next day or two, on the charge of 
murder.

MILAN CATHEDRAL. 
And some of them are the work of the 
illustrious Canova. European travelers 
are familiar with the enormous stone 
apostles on the front of St. Peter’s, the 
muscular statues by Michael Angelo 
at Florence, the great goddesses of the 

French cities in the Place de la. Con- 

corde, But it is safe to say that none 

of these famous simulacra has exer- 
cised a more potent influence than the 
majestic symbolical statues of the 

World’s' Fair, which may perhaps have

It is alleged that Ralph Waldo 
Emerson once seated himself before the 
great sphinx in Egypt and after con- 
templating that mysterious figure for 
hours hurled ait it these pregnant 
words: ‘‘You’re another,’ and turned 
away. It would be of the profoundest 
interest to know, in many cases, what 
these quaint American provincials and 
these vast Hellenic statues may have 
said to each other in the silent language 
of the soul. 

An eminent philosopher has remarked 
concerning the theologies of the ancient 
world: “The granite statues have out- 
lived the gods.”’ Isis and  Sesostris, 
Zeus and Minerva, Venus and Nep- 
tune have become mere broken dreams, 
but their magnificent temples and me- 
morials. line every shore of the Medi- 
erranean Sea. The tenure of the ex- 
position statues has already - ceased 
and their lessons have been taught;

MUST PAY ALIMONY. 


Haytord’s Experience in the. 
| Oakland Courts. 


The Smooth Attorney to Be Compelled to 
Contribute Toward His Wife’s Sup- 
port—His Plea of Poverty 
Too Weak. 


From all reports it would seem that 
Attorney George Hayford, who gained’ 
a great deal of unenviable notoriety 
while engaged in the Bentley-Nordholt 
case here, is finding his way anything 
but pleasant in Oakland. 

Just before leaving this city for the 
north Hayford had a stormy scene 
with his wife in his office, during which 
he applied many abusive epithets to 
his better half, and finally struck her 
with a heavy walking-stick. | 

After reaching Oakland he began 
suit for divorce, on grounds of deser- 
tion. Mrs. Hayford, however, made 
appearance, by affidavit, and now the 
court has ordered the disreputable at- 
torney to pungle up a liberal alimony 
and counsel fees, much to his disgust. 

The following relative to the case 
is from the San Francisco Chronicle 
of Saturday: 

George Hayford, the Oakland attor- 
ney, is learning, by experience some of 
the pains and penalties incident to di- 
voree litigation. Several months have 
now elapsed since Hayford brought 
suit in this city for a divorce from 
his wife, Tillie, on the ground of de- 
sertion. The first he heard from the 
defendant after that was when she 
appeared in court by her attorneys 
and presented a demand for alimony 
and counsel feés. Mrs. Hayford being 
in Los Angeles, and entirely without 
means, presented her story through 

Hayford, it appears, was formerly 
an attorney in Los Angeles. He is at- 
cused of having deserted his family 
there, and of leaving them in destitute 
circumstances. Papers in the case 
show that Hayford filed a suit for di- 
vorce in the southern city last July. 
As soon, thowever, as Mrs. Hayford 
presented a motion for alimony, he 
abandoned ‘his wife, and, it is alleged, 
fled to this city. .- 

When confronted with a demand 
for alimony in the suit here, Hayford 
promptly came forward with a plea of 
poverty. To this plea his wife made 
a spirited response, when her motion 
for alimony came to a hearing before 
Judge Murphy, yesterday. She then 
related how, since.his advent here, 
Hayford had frequently boasted of ‘his 
lucrative practice, and the amount of. 
money he was making. It» was also 
alleged that, for services rendered for 
the defendant in the suit of the people 
against Bentley at Los Angelés, Hay- 
ford received $10,000. This sum he is 
said to have deposited in bank in the 
name of the typewriter designated in 
the wife’s affidavit as an unmarried 
woman, named Albbbie N. Michaels. 
Mrs. Hayford admits that she de- 
manded of her husband that the dis- 
pense with the services of Miss Mich- 
adis, for reasons which, the wife says, 
she will be more fully able to explain 
in her deposition. It was further rep- 
resented that the attorney spent large 
sums of money on persons other than 
his wife. so that there was no good 
reason why he should not be made 
to support this family. As evidence 
that she did not desert her husband, 
Mrs. Hayford referred to the receipt of 
a letter from Hayford, in which he 
Stated that he would never live with 
her again. 

On this showing, Judge Murphy, much 
to Hayford’s chagrin, made an order, 
directing the payment of $100 counsel 
fees and of $35 a month alimony, pend-

FORGED A CHECK. 


The Queer Action of a Drunken Man Yester- 
day Afternoon. 

About 5:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon a wéll-dressed mam about 35 years 
of age, considerably under the influ- 
ence of a fiesta “jag,’’ reeled up to the 
ticket window at the Terminal depot 
}and asked the agent there to fill out 
a check for him to the amount of $15. 
Seeing thet the fellow was intoxicated 
the agent promptly refused to do so, 
whereupon the reveller demanded pen 
and ink and proceeded to fill one out 
for himself. As he signed the name of 
R. H. Howell, of the well-known firm 
of Howell & Craig, to the check, the 
agent, who knew that gentleman, be- 
came suspicious and notified Detective 
Insley of the circumstance. That 
officer promptly sent one of his “men 
down to the depot to investigate the 
matter, but the inebriate stranger rec- 
ognized the detective as soon as he ar- 
rived and destroyed the check. George 
Insley then interviewed the stranger 
himself, and as the latter acknowledged 
having filled out the check and re- 
marked that he did so because he 
“would just as soon go to the pen as 
not,”’ but that after thinking the mat- 
ter over he concluded he would not 
go just yet and destroyed it. He was 
placed under arrest. On being taken 
to the police station he refused to give 
his name, but subsequently said it 
was Thurman. Pending investigation 
he was locked up on the.charge of 
drunkenness. From a remark he made 
when informed of the charge against 
him it is believed that he is ‘“‘wanted”’ 
upon a much more serious one; but 
drunk as he was he still had sense 
enough to be so reticent regarding 
himself as to leave the officers cOm- 
pletely in the dark. 

ANOQHER CASE. 

After locking his man ap Detective 
Insley made an investigation and soon 
discovered another case, which will 
probably land the young man behind 
the bars. Frid night he spent at a 
French lodging-house and Saturday 
morning drew a check for $25, sign- 
ing Mr. Howell’s' name, which the 
proprietor cashed, giving Thurman $24. 
With this evidence in his possession 
Insley again called on the young man, 
when he made a full confession. He 
said that his father was one of the 
most influential men in Louisiana and 
that he was formerly a business part- 
ner of Mr. Howell, the man whose 
name he forged. Thurman said that 
he had met Mr. Howell in this city 
and that gentleman had befriended 
him on several occasions, but that he 
would not ask him to do so any fur- 
ther, and, needing money, had forged 
Thurman is a well-educated 
man, a fine penman and of agreeable 
manners. He says that his downfall 
was caused by the morphine and co- 
caine habits, he having been a slave 
to those drugs for years. .
